MONEY IN MULES. 


Am Attractive Possibility For the

Average Farmer.. 
: 


The mule is not raised for his beanty, 


but is intended for hard service, and 
this object sbonld be kept in view in 
selecting sire and dam. The blocky 
mules, aa the trader designates them, 
are tho most salable, whether they be 
fourteen, fifteen or sixteen band males. 
Some markets call for large moles, 
•while others wont the;smaller-ones. 
So they are 'all salable, especially If 
they are of the blocky type—that Is, 
equarcly btillt, heavy/bodied animals. 


The great advantage to the farmer 


in raising mules la in this: They are 
hardy, healthy, easily raised and come 
to maturity early. In fact, they are 
salable from ten days old aad as long 
as they live. Sou can raise a male as 
cheaply as yon can a calf. The mule 
will be ready for market nearly as soon 
as your calf and >vill bring twice as 
much. In this and like counties where 
our farms are adapted to grass and 
Tyhere but little grain is grown we can 
finish the mule ready for market while 
•we can only get our cattle ready for 
the feeder. One can readily see the ad- 
vantage to the farmer ir- growing 
'mules instead of cattle, especially in 
this part of the country. 


I refer, of course, to the average 


farmer, who does not have a great 
deal of pasture lands and who finds It 
necessary to make his pastures as well 
as his feed bring the greiitt'st possible 
returns. My experience is that a given 
amount of pasture will carry as many 
mules as it will sheep or cattle, and 
the profit is much more on the mules 
than it is on either the sheep or cattle. 
There has been more money made by 
farmers in this conuty raising mules 
than by handling any other class of 
trtock, concludes a Missouri correspond- 
ent of tiie American Agriculturist. 
Young tnuies are bought from neigh- 
boring fanners in the fail, when they 
are old enough to be weaaed. They are 
k^pt -until ready for market.

The flames from the burning oil. 


cei! and lumber shot high in the air 
ami the night being cloudy the illumi- 
nation coukl be seen both from this 
city and from Columbus Grove. Al- 
most the entire population of West 
Cairo turned out to witness the specta- 
cle and a crowd of about twenty or 
thirty volunteers from among the citi- 
zens hurri<;d to the scene with the viJ- 
)age fire engine, a hand tn.ich.me, 
which they pumped vigorously during 
the forenoon and accomplished con- 
siderable toward subduing the flames 
and prevented them from spreading 
onto the passing track on the west of 
t.he main track. By 11:15 o'clock the 
fire had gone down, sufficiently to per- 
mit trains to pass the wreck on the 
passing- track and uorth toiiud pas- 
senger train No. 2. which left here at 
i) o'clock, was delayed only a £e\v 
minutes. 
5t was very fortunate that

switches for it will take some time to 
repsiir the main track after the fire is 
tinaUj- extinguished. 


Just what caused the tank of naptha 


to explode will never be known. The 
car was six lengths behind the engine, 
as is required by the rules of the road 
and it is impossible for the- trainmen 
to state whether or not the explosion 
was caused by sparks from the en- 
gine. The loss sustained by the com- 
pany will be quite heavy. 


During the first two or three hours 


of the fire the flatnes and heat were so 
great that it was considered dangerous i 
for trains to pass the scene on the 0. 
H. & D. road which, is less than two 
hundred feet from the Detroit South- 
era tracks at that point. Brakeman 
Johnson, of the train that was wreck- 
ed, flagged passenger train No. 12 am! 
freight train No. 94 near the scene 
artci both of those trains ware delayed 
for some time. 


Brakeman Norris. who -.vaa injured 


in the wreck formerly followed 
the 


profession of an. aeronaut and he re- 
marked this morning, to a Times-Dem- 
ocrat reporter who visited the scene 
of the wreck, that he didn't have time 
to cut his parachute loose before he 
Landed. His lamp,
